Dr. ThomBOn has ever remained keen- 
ly interested in McGlU.

"Vou are dangerous." said the au- 
thorities of the Kansas Cil,v Junior 
College, .-uid so Gerald I'llng and four 
other students of this Kansas College 
wore made heroes by virtue of dis- 
missal from college for defending tho 
principles of free .speech. With the ex- 
pulsion of these five students the Kan- 
sas College administration decreed, 
"students who criticize their profo.i- 
sors, object to faculty cenaorship of 
their publications, write favorable rs- 
vlcws of Cabell and Cathîr, quote Ber- 
nard Shaw and The Nation and de- 
mand a modicum of self governmeiit 
are agents of Hovioi Russia." 

To think of an American college de- 
priving th^ students of self govern- 
ment, quotations from the literature 
of ever harmless and misunderstood 
Shaw, the greatest of contemporary 
dramatists, and the heartless and hon- 
est Nation. It maketi the college and 
its authorities so Inconsequential that 
they should be deprived of the use of 
capital letters. In face of the great 
strides the constitutional privilege of 
free speech has made, then to ha^'o 
auch an incredible decree as was ad- 
ministered to these students, makes 
evolution exponents tako or, the ap- 
pearance of assassins. 

Unfortunately four of the five stu- 
dent heroes became intimidated and 
made the mistake of apologizing for a 
principle which is as much cherished, 
as tlie Kansas College and its authori- 
ties are damned.

DRASTIC ACTION.' 

In this Issue, we ppbllsh a letter from a. member çif the Kraduate body 
protesting against 'the suspension for three months of Alitchell, who at tho 
beginning of tho season turned out for the hockey squad. Mitchell fulled to 
get phynically examined and for this offense was banned from active parti- 
cipation in sport for three months \^hich practically means that he will be 
out for the entire season. 

As-our correspondent points out this seom» to bo rather a drastic mea- 
sure for an offense which to all intents and purpouês is not auoh an extremely 
serious one. Mitchell will be out of athletics for an entire season because he 
did not adhere to a rule that is not 'even an inturcoilegiatc one. Had he 
played professional hockey or murdered his grandmother or the like, one 
might bo inclined to favor the athletic board's action, but under tho cir- 
cumstances tho action does .Mccm unwarranted. 

Then, too, as the writer points out, Jlltghell would be a valuable asset to 
the hockey team at the present time when good substitutes are badly needed. 
Lack of good relief men is about thé only weakness from which the hockey 
team ia suffering and the only barrier that lies between them and an inter- 
collegiate champiçnshlp. Their two past performances clearly dentonstratod 
this fact. In the Queen's game, the only intercollegiate encounter In which 
they have engaged. Coach t-haughnessy used but one substltutc. Wlicn the 
intermediate series gets under way, the lack of substitutes' will become a much 
more pressing problem. 

There is still time for the athletic board to reinstate Jlitchell. In all 
probability, be broke^ the ^ruie becaiiso- of' ignorance of the conseiiuencc more 
than anything else, coming to McGlil as he did for the Iliisl lime this year. 
Tlireo months' suspension, at any rate', seems a bit thick.

A QOOD LESSON. 

Profcaalonal b/iHcball In the Stutes has been in the Rpollight a good 
deal lutuly in view of the charges made by "Swede" Ulsberg and "Buck" 
Weaver regarding the gumes which they allégea were "thrown" iiriuini. The 
whole mattcr 'has been aired to the fultcitt extent In the preaa and yesterday 
Commlssionor Lanais exonerated all 'the players Implicated. 

The recent scandal among the professionals should serve as a good 
lesson to the amateurs. When the first breath o( suspicion wois cast, Lun- 
dis' first move was to call the accusers and accu.sed together and demand 
that everyone tell all ho knew. Newspapermen were admitted to the confer- 
ence and tho. world was told all about it — even to the smallest detail. If 
there had been dirty work at the cross reads or under the grandstand, (act 
Ulsberg alleged), Landls was determined that he would leave no stone un- 
turned to get at tho bottom of it. The whole thing was brought out Into 
the sunlight and fresh air and if professional baseball were diseased, the two 
best cures in tho world would soon bring it around again. The result was as 
might be eipeciod — Collins, Cobb and the rest were exonerated. Mad they 
been guilty, they would have been thrown out and the game purged of tlicir 
prescnce. 

.\matcur athletic bodies might do well to follow the example ot the 
mogul of baseball, who presides over a sport that enjoys none loo great a 
confidence of hone.fty in the heaj-ls of the public. I'robably it' is because 
amateurs h.-ivc the sweet .satiHfi^ction of the simon pure that they rely o« the 
public to believe Implicitly in them. , 

One thing is certain; a commissioner for intercollegiate football along 
the lines ot tlie ruling body In professional baseball would go a long way 
to stop unpleasant accusations and unwelcome publicity at tlio expense of 
one of the finest sports in the world.

(Cuhtlnued from page one) 
As is generally known, ilr. l.,ylton 
had the great ,advantage of being in 
the original comp.any and rehearsing 
under the direction of Gilbert and Sul- 
livan, who both gave many valuablo 
hints to tlie actors. "Gilbert was a de- 
lightful man to work with," Mr. Lyt- 
ton Ktild. "But if ho saw. anyone sl.ick- 
Ing, he always had a tiutllng word tor 
him". 

Gilbert and Sullivan worked togeth- 
er harmoniously until the final quar- 
rel, whioli had been browing for some 
time, over the price of stage furnlsn- 
ing, but which culminated at last over 
the price of a carpet. Sullivan's keen 
Irish wit was frequently in ovidcncu 
and he often made suggestions which 
Gilbert was glail to adopt. Those two 
were eventually reconciled and wrote 
one or two more operas but they are 
no longer acted. 

Gilbert and Sullivan laid great stress 
on detail, and the training which Mr. 
Ijytlon received In that line from them, 
has Influenced Ills whole life. Me be- 
lieves that attention to these minor 
polnt.s is often the cause of so-called 
genius. On this continent, ho said, they 
seem to dn things on a large scale 
and often neglect these details which, 
after all; go to make comfort.
